acres to each grantee. In many cases 


the entrymen were merely the tools 
of the designing and unscrupulous 
backer with money, and title passed 
from the entryman promptly upon re- 
celpt of the patent from Uncle Sam. 

There has been a masterly method in 
the maneuvers of the rich timber buy- 
ers. The land upon which the great 
forests of redwood and pine grow fs 
generally mountainous. The timber can 
be cut and moved only along the slopes 
and through the natural drainages or 
streams; the intermediate tracts must 
come out by these natural routes or 
not at all; railroads or tramways are 
necessary, and poor men could not 
build these costly adjuncts to a suc- 
cessful lumber business. So the rich 
lumberman bought the standing tim- 
ber along the watercourses, even to 
the heads of the streams, and today 
the holders of 160-acre tracts scattered 
here and there among the 800,000 
acres of redwood in Mendocino and 
Humboldt counties, are at the mercy 
of a score of powerful lumber com- 
panies. 

The consolidation of the lumber in- 
terests has reached a stage where the 
prices are made by a committee, and 
no one Gare violate the rules. 

The Redwood Shingle Association 
controls the shingle trade. They make 
a certain price for Coast consumption 
and sell the surplus to the eastern 
trade at a price frequently 20 per cent. 
less than the Coast price. 

The profits m the manufacture of 
lumber are enormous; at present 
prices from 100 to 200 per cent. net 
profit is the rake-off to the big lumber 
manufacturing concerns. The Pacific 
Lumber Company, directed by a mem- 
ber of the family saved by Pocohontas, 
a man formerly operating at Sanger, 
Fresno county, is backed by the mil- 
lions controlled by those who 
own the Santa Fé Railroad. Mr. Smith 
is bright, and has bought 50,000 acres 
of redwood in Humboldt county, has 
bought the local railroads, mills, etc., 
and can dictate the prices of redwood. 
His syndicate is heavily interested in 
the sugar pine in the Sierras above 
Placerville. They are out to buy a 
complete coptrol of the forests of Cal- 
ifornia. 

Redwood today is 25 per cent. higher 
than it should be and pay the manu- 
facturer only a fair profit, but it will 
be higher before it is cheaper. Lum- 
bermen boast of the economy in man- 
ufacture and sale of lumber nowadays 
as compared to the methods of a few 
years ago. The profits in what was 
then wasted are enormous. Nothing

ELLSWUKIH SENTENUED. 
Ex-Convict Gets Fifteen Years for 


Counterfeiting—He Threatens te Make 

Away With Himself. 

David Ellsworth, who was arrested 
in Santa Barbara in December for 
counterfeiting, escaped from the train 
and was later captured in El] Paso, 
Tex, yesterday, was sentenced to t- 
teen years at hard labor in San Quen- 
tin by United States Judge Wellborn. 

But a short time before his arrest in 
Santa Batbara by the Federal authori- 
tles, Elisworth was from the 
Washington State penitentiary, where 
he was committed for the murder of his 
“partner” in a lodging-house in Ta- 
coma. He was considered a bad man 
while imprisoned there, and made sev- 
eral desperate attempts to escape. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty some 
time ago, that he might begin te serve 
whatever sentence was coming to him, 
as soon as possible. He is a broken 
man, mentally and physically, and has 
already made an attempt upon his life 
while confined in the County Jail here. 
While being escorted from the court- 
room yesterday, after receiving the 
heavy sentence imposed on him by 
Judge Wellborn, he remarked that he 
would make away with himself before 
much of it had been served. While in 
court he requested to be allowed to 
make a statement concerning the differ- 
ent crimes of which he acknowledged 
himself guilty, but before he had 
spoken more than a few sentences he 
broke down so completely that he could 


say no more.

SENATORS 
THE CANAL TREATY. 


Seventy-five Totes Favoring it and 
Five in Opposition. 


Not Even a Punctuation Mark Changed Prior to 
Ratification—The Only Party Doe of the Day 
Taken on the Democratic Substitute fcr Article Four 


Which is Uoted Down.

ASHINGTON, March 17.—With- 

out dotting an “i” or crossing 

a “t.” or without changing a 
single punctuation mark, the Senate 
today voted to ratify the treaty with 
the Republic of Colombia for the en- 
struction of an isthmian canal. The 
vote for ratification was 73 in the ef- 
firmative to 5 in the negative. 

The Senate was in executive session 
when the result was announced, 80 
only the Senators themselves and a 
few confidential employés were pres- 
ert. All the Senators announced thern- 
selves as gratified to have the lo1g 
struggle terminated, but none of them 
manifested his appreciation by cheers 
or handclapping. On the contrary, all 
of them seemed more concerned abvut 
getting away from the chamber, 60 
that by the time the Senate adjourned, 
which it did almost immediately after 
the result was announced, most 7 
the Senators had left their seats, and 
some of them had donned their hats 
and overcoats. 

The day was given up almost en- 
tirely to general debate on the treaty. 
and in addition to the speeches mrde 
under the general agreement by Sera- 
tors Morgan and Cullom, there were 
many short addresses and a rither 
long speech by Senator Daniel of \V'r- 
ginia. The only party vote of the 
day was taken on the substitute for 
Article . which was agreed on by the 
Democratic caucus, and had reference 
to the acquisition of territory in Cen- 
tre! and South America by the United

HISTORY OF THE TREATY. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—?.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 7. The Pan- 
ama Canal treaty between the United 
States and Colombia, which was rati- 
fied today. was signed at Washington 
January 22. 1903. It was negotiated by 
Secretary Hay on the part of the 
United States, and Thomas Herran, 
Charge d Affaires, on the part of Co- 
lombia, who signell the document. Jan- 
vary 23 it was sent to the President, 
and by him sent to the Senate off the 
same date. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations the same 
day, and was reported back Febru- 
ary . 

The treaty was discussed at some 
length during the last Congress. March 
5, the day the special session of the 
Senate convened, the treaty was again 
referred to the Committee on For- 
elan Relations, and March d was again 
reported to the Genate, since which 
time it has been under discussion. 
Neither in committee nor by the Sen- 
ate was the treaty amended, and it 
was ratified as first negotiated. 

CUBAN TREATY'S PROSPECTS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P ™M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 17.—Most of 
the Senators in the city left the capi- 
tal at 7 o'clock tonight, in the firm 
conviction that it would be possible 
to conclude the called session tomor- 
row, and that when the Senate next ad- 
journed, the adjournment . would be 
sine die. The conclusion involved quite 
a general understanding that the Cu- 
ban reciprocity treaty could be much 
more speedily disposed of than has 
been considered possible heretofore. 
There were some Senators who ex- 
pressed the opinion that more than one 
days time would be found necessary 
for the presentation of amendments 
for and against the agreement, but a 
can vass of the Senate soon developed 
the fact that only the two Louisiana 
Senators desired to be heard at length 
on the treaty at this time, and that 
they Would not say as much as they 
would have said if the Committee qh 
Foreign Relations had not agreed that 
the treaty should be submitted to Con- 
gress for its approval. 

This submission would be in the 
shape of a joint resolution at the next 


regular session of Congress, and as 


this can be discussed in open session, 
all those who oppose the treaty consider 
that that time will be more opportune 
for argument than the present, as they 
then will be able to appeal to the 
country at large, as well as to the Sen- 
ate. Senator Foster of Louisiana was 
among those who expressed the opinion 
that it might be possible to recommend 
a final vote tomorrow. It is the general 
opinion that the treaty will be ratified 
by a safe majority. 
FIFTY-EIGHTH 
EXTRA SESSION.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—SEN- 
ATD. The Senate met at II o'clock 
today, and went into executive session 
after the journal was read and ap- 
proved. 

Immediately after the doors were 
closed, the Panama Canal treaty was 
laid before the Senate. There was 
again a good attendance of Senators in 
anticipation of the final vote on the 
treaty. The proceedings opened with a 
speech by Senator Morgan, devoted es. 


pecially to the question of the defense 


of the canal. He criticised sharply the 
action of the Senate in refusing yester- 
day to so amend the treaty as to in- 
sure American cgntrol. 

When Mr. Morgan concluded, Senator 
Money offered a substitute for the 
fourth article of the treaty, which dis- 
avows any intention on the part of the 
United States to increase its territory 
at the expense of South or Central 
America. The substitute offered by 
Senator Money was agreed upon by the 
Democratic caucus, and without men- 
tioning South or Central America, it 
reiterates the American doctrine of 
non-interference with the affairs of all 
the American republics, with the view 
of reassuring Mexico on that point, and 
pledges this country to attempt no ac- 
quisition of Colombian territory. This 
is one of the amendments on which the 
Democrats agreed to act as a unit, 


and consideration of it was begun early | 


in the day, with the view of concentrat. 
ing most of the debate upon it. 

Speeches were made in support of 
the Money amendment by Senators 
Bacon, Teller, Daniel, Morgan, Bailey 
and others. They contended for an 
impartia] recognition of allaAmerican 
republics, urging that under the lan- 
guage of the fourth artigle.of the 
treaty Mexico would be left as the 
only American republic to which the 
avowal of noninterference could be 
held an noflapplicable. 

Senators Spooner and Hoar replied, 
contending that there was practically 
no difference between the language of 
the amendment and that of the article 
as it stands. 

Senator Money's amendment was de- 
feated—51 to za strict party . vote. 
Senator Daniel then offered an amend- 
ment, providing that the treaty should 
not take effecy until it had been ap- 
proved by Congress. Mr. Daniel spoke 
im advocacy of this provision. 

The fact soon developed that Senator 
Danie! had offered his amendment for 
the purpose of making a general 
speech upon the treaty, and when the 
fiftcen minutes allowed to him for 
his speech on his own amendment had 
expired and the amendment was voted 
down, Senator Morgan presented four 
or five of his amendments, which were 
each in turn defeated, but upon all of 


| which Senator Daniel continued to 


speak. All told he spoke for about 
an hour. His speech was an arraign- 
ment of the Republican policy in 
pressing the treaty with what he as- 
serted was undue haste. He referred 
to the enormous expenditure that 
would be required to construct the 
canal, and charged recklessness in 
rushing into such an enterprise, as he 
declared was being done. 

After Senator Daniel had closed, 
several other Senators on both sides 
of the chamber addressed the Senate 
in fifteen-minute speeches, for and 
against the treaty. Among those who 
spoke against it was Senator Morgan, 
who devoted himself especially to the 


defense of the canal, which, he said, 
could be assured only by the United 
States. He asserted that Senators 
were not thinking for themselves, but 
were following blindly in the lead of 
the Secretary of State. Indeed, he de- 
clared, Senators were practically sur- 
rendering their own offices in order 
to maintain a reputation for party al- 
legiance. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut was 
also among the speakers. He was one 
of the very few Senators, if not the 
only Senator, to announce his entire 
satisfaction with the treaty. He re- 
ferred to the fact that a number of Re- 
publican Senators had said that if they 
had had the making of the treaty they 
would have changed some features of 
it, and declared that he deemed the 
treaty the best that could have been 
made, and said that so far as he was 
concerned he would not have changed 
it in any respect. He criticised the 
Democratic Senators for using undue 
minuteness in the efforts to find de- 
fects in the agreement. 

When, at 4:45 o'clock p.m., it became 
apparent that the  fifteen-minute 
speeches had been concluded, Senator 
Morgan surprised the Senate by re- 
fraining from presenting any more in- 
dividual amendments and presenting all 
of the fifty which he had prepared in 
one block. submitting them with por- 
tions of the text of the treaty which 
he had not changed as a substitute for 
the whole agreement. He did not de- 
mand a roll call, and the substitute 
was voted down viva voce, almost 
unanimously. 

It was now a few minutes past 5 
o'clock and Senator Morgan took the 
floor to make the last of his long se- 
ries of speeches in opposition to the 
treaty. In accordance with the unani- 
mous agreement, he spoke for an hour, 
and in order to confine himself to the 
time and to make the points he desired 
to make, he had prepared his speech 
in advance. He read deliberately, but 
in a firm voice, often digressing in order 


to emphasize a point. He stopped speak- 


ing at the expiration of his allotted 
time, whereupon Senator Cullom, the 
chairman of ‘the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, took the floor. He also 
read his speech from manuscript, pre- 
senting a carefully-prepared and dus. 
inessliike summary of the reasons for

The hands of the ancient clock in the 
rear of the Senate chamber indicated 
ten minutes of 7 o'clock when the roll 
call began. All the Senators in the 
city occupied their seats, and all were 
prompt in responding when their names 
were called. The vote resulted in the 
ratification of the treaty by 73 to 6. 
The result was no surprise, for all had 
prediged that when the offered amend- 
ments had been disposed of the treaty 
would be approved by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. Such proved to be the 
case. Indeed, the rol! call had wo- 
ceeded for some time before a single 
voice was heard in the negative, the 
first opposition vote being that of Sen- 
ator Danie] of Virginia. After another 
long lapse, Senator Daniel was joined 
by his colleague, Senator Martin, and 
after them came the two Alabama Sen- 
ators, Messrs. Morgan and Pettus. 

Senator Teller of Colorado also voted 
in opposition, and his was the last 
on that side of the question. 
Senator Frye, who occupied the chair, 
announced the result, there was no 
demonstration, and at 7 o'clock p.m. 
the Senate had adjourned for the day.

NEW AND IMPORTANT PHASE.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] The controversy be- 
tween the Postoffice Department and 
a considerable body of publishers over 
the second-class rate question is just 
reaching a new and most important 
stage. Two-thirds of the bulk weight 
of all mails now goes as second-class. 
This branch of the service returns, 
however, but one-twenty-fourth of the 
postal revenue. The second-class rate 
therefore constitutes a subsidy of 
which thousands of concerns and inter- 
ests are constantly trying to take ad- 
vantage. The department, having pos- 
tal deficits in mind, is investigating 
how much should be included within 
the second-class privilege. Everybody 
recognizes the educational value of the 
newspaper and periodicals, and accord- 
ingly there is general willingness that 
the terms of their transportation 
through the maiis should be liberal. 
But how far can such liberality be 
safely carried? 

Congress, at its recent session, ap- 
propriated $25,000 for the employment 
of special counsel by the third assist- 
ant postmaster-general in the prosecu- 
tion and defense of the suits now pend- 
ing, of which may héreafter arise, at- 
fecting second-class mailing privileges. 
This means that the cases which will 
soon come before the Supreme Court 
of the United States are to be s.ub- 
bornly fought. Thus far the Depart- 
ment has lost four out of five cases, 
and un es there is some reversal of 
these judginents it looks as if the Mad- 
den reforms would break down. 

The question would then go back to 
Congress, which has persistently re- 
fused to settle it. The Madden regu- 
lations are essentially equivalent to 
the Loud bill, which was before many 
Congresses, but always failed to be- 
come laws, in spite of the warm back- 
ing of the Postoffice Department un- 
der every administration and of the 
favor of most of the members of post- 
office committees. When new legisla- 
tion could not be obtained, it was de- 
cided to see what could be done with 
the existing law. As soon as Madden 
began to make exclusions, parties ad- 
versely affected naturally rushed to the 
courts for relief.

BOWEN AND THE POWERS. 
BLOCKING COMPROMISE.

WASHINGTON, March F.— Minister 
Bowen, accompanied by Sefior Augusto 
Pulido, the Venezuelan chargé dar- 
faires, called at the Italian, British and 
German embassies to inquire regard- 
ing the negotiations of The Hague 
protocol. Several weeks ago, Mr. 
Bowen drew a rough draft of this 
convention, providing for the reference 
of the preferential question te The 
Hague, and etipulating that the Czar 
of Russia select the members of the 
court. Copies of this protocol, which 
first was approved by the State Depart- 
ment, were left with the Italian and 
British ambassadors and the German 
Minister, and by them mailed to their 
respective Foreign Offices. Since then 
Mr. Bowen has received no reply from 
the allied powers. 

Herbert G. Deering, first secretary 
of the British Embassy, who, during 
the absence of the Ambassador in New 
York, is in charge, informed Mr. Bowen 
that the British answer had been sent 
from London by special bag, and would 
arrive here next Thursday. It is de- 
lieved that the main features of the 
agreement, as drawn by Mr. Bowen, 
have been approved. 

Baron Sternberg, the German Minis- 
ter, informed Mr. Bowen that he had 
received no instructions from his gov- 
ernment respecting the protocol. This 
statement caused Mr. Bowen to refer 
to rumors that the delay in the allies’ 
answer was due to a desire to avoid 
a reference to The Hague by proposing 
a compromise to President Castro. The 
German Minister replied that he had 
no intimation of such an intention. 
Mr. Bowen informed the German Min- 
ister that he had cabled President Cas. 
tro against accepting any compromise 
tha: would keep the matter from The 
Hague, and that he is preparing to re-

Criticizing the Modern German Mili- 


tary System as Brutalizing.

BERLIN, March 17.—{Exclysive Dis- 
patch.) Under the title “Jena, or Se- 
dan,” Frans Adam Beyerlein, a re- 
tired Prussian officer, has written a 
sensational book, which, in the dis- 
guise of a novel, severely criticises 
the modern German military system 
and contends that sweeping changes 
are demanded to save the army from 
ignominious defeat at the hands of 
some first-class power. He also al- 
leges that the present system of train- 
ing kills the initiative en the individual 
soldier and that the disaster ot Jena 
will certainly be repeated whenever 
this mechanical army comes in contact 
with forces, the units of which are 
permitted some degree of self-reliance. 

Beyerlein's novel depicts the cruelties 
which recruits suffer at the hands of 
non issioned officers. The au- 
thor’s conclusion is that, between the 
infliction of brutalities and the com- 
subjection of their indtvidual- 
ty, German soldiers are deprived of 
the qualities of good fighting men. The 
book is exciting much comment.

_ PRISONERS OF FLOOD. 


EMPHIS (Tenn.) March 17.—The 
flood situation in the portion of 
the Missiesippi Valley cont 
to Memphis is extremely critical to- 
night, and reports of loss of life are at 
hand.

Instead of this the break has 
complicated conditions by flooding «4 
vast area in Arkansas across the Mis- 
sissippi from Memphis, and tonight a 
veritable sea exists in the St. Francis 
and Mississippi River basins extend- 
ing from one basin to the other. ,a dis- 
tance of many miles. From this terri- 
tory a call for help has gone up from 
persons who have been surrounded in 
their homes, and on high parts of the 
country, but thus far it has been an 
impossibility to send them assistance. 
A few floating bodies have been 
found at various points by the rescu- 
ing boats, but the number has not yet 


San Francisco 
Railroad runs through the St. Francis 
country, but that company today 
anulled all trains, its tracks being un- 
der water near Marion, Ark. The town 
of Marion is almost total flooded, 
and citizens are using skiffs as their 
only means of travel. Negroes and 
white persons from the adjacent ter- 
ritory are pouring into Marion every 
hour, asking that a boat be sent to 
rescue their families. There is no 
means of reaching them except by 
making a break in the levee near 
Memphis, and this may be done tomor- 
row if conditions show no improve- 
ment. Sheriff’ Williameon of Critten- 
den county, n which Marion is situ- 
ated, has gone to the village in a skiff 
and will reportt tonight to President 
Killough of the St. Francie Levee 
Board the true conditions there. It is 
estimated that several hundred per- 
sons are surrounded by the water in 
the flooded Arkansas territory, and 
that the amount of live stock lost is 
heavy. Small skiffs cannot begin to 
rescue the citizens, and it seems that 
it will be imperative to send a steam- 
boat of some sort to their aid, 

The negroes at Marion have given 
way to fright and almost a panic 
exists. They have concentrated at the 
railroad station and cabina in the 
lage and refuse to work. A relief train. 
the last that reached the village, ar- 
rived early this morning with £000 
sacks to be used in damming, back the 
water. but labor cannot be secured to 
unload the train. The tracks of the 
Iron Mountain and Choctaw Railroads 
are still open. There seems to be ev- 
ery indication that all predictions of 
the stage at this point »in de sur- 
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passed, as the river is rising steadily 
tonight.

ROW OF RAILROADS 
OVER ELKINS LAW. 


HICAGO, March 17.—([Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

LONDON, March 17.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.}] Admiralty Secretary Arnold 
Forster has introduced in the House 
of Commons the navy estimates pro- 
viding for an expenditure of $179,- 
184,205. 

After mentioning the various in- 
creases already cabled the secretary 
said the admiralty proposed to com- 
plete this year six new battleships, 
eleven armored cruisers, and one sec- 
ond-class cruiser, two sloops of war, 
four torpedo-boat destroyers, eight 
torpedo boats and three submarine 
boats. He also asked the House to 
sanction the commencement of three 
battleships of a very formidable type 
four first-class and three third-class 
cruisers, four very fast vessels to be 
used as scouts, fifteen torpedo-boat de- 
stroyers and ten submarine boats. 

The increasing power of the ships, 
said the secretary, was steadily pro- 
gressing, while standardizing was aug- 
menting the efficiency of all work. 

The secretary incidentally mentioned 
that twenty-one obsolete vessels had 
been withdrawn during the year 1902- 
3, the largest number on record, and 
said that on April 1, 1903, there would 
be under construction the enormous to- 
tal of seventy-one ships, consisting of 
eleven, battleships, nineteen armored 
cruisefs, two second-class cruisers, four 
third-clasa cruisers, four scouts, two 
sloops, eighteen torpedo-boat destroy- 
ers, eight tompedo boats and three sub- 
marine boats. 

During the discussion of the esti- 
mates Sir Robert Reid, Liberal, ac- 
knowledged that with the internation- 
al situation as it is the government 
was entitled to ask the House to sup- 
port it in the proposed enormous ex- 
penditure. The speaker believed, 
however, that the public here and else- 
where would revolt at the insensate 
competition in naval armaments. Only 
three European powers were concerned, 
for the United States had no naval 
Date in Europe and would remain, he 
believed, substantially an American 
power. He therefore suggested that 
His Majesty's government open friend- 
ly negotiations with the powers con- 
cerned in this race with the view of 
arriving at an understanding in re- 
gard to the limitation of armaments.

NEW YORK, March 17.—The name 
of Arthur R. Pennell, who was named 
as co-respondent in the Burdick divorce 
proceedings, and who met a terrible 
Geath in a stone quarry, two weeks 
after Edwin L. Burdick was murdere!, 
constantly came to the surface, in the 
inquest before Judge Murphy today. 
Thomas L. Park, Burdick s former bus- 
mess partner and close friend, while on 
the witness stand this afternoon rave 
it as his opinion, based upon informa- 
tion and supposition, that Pennell or a 
Dired aseassin murdered Burdick. Fears 
of disclosure growing out of the di- 
VYorce proceedings instituted by Mr. 
Burdick against his wife, Mr. Park 
firmly believed, was the motive for the 
crime. 

Mr. Park told of conversations he 
hed had with Burdick relative to trou- 
ble with Pennell. On one occasion, Bur- 
dick told Park that Pennell had threat- 
ened suicide if the suit was not 
stopped. Pennell! threatened to kill both 
himeelf and Mrs. Burdick. 

Mrs. Gertrude B. Paine, wife of Dr. 
Seth H. Paine, an intimate frind of the 
Pennells and the Burdicks, was closely 
questioned regarding the relations be- 
tween the two families, and especially 
of the feeling displayed by the men to- 
ward each other. Mrs. Paine’s house 
Was searched by the police on the Sun- 
day following the murder. 

Today, the District Attorney touched 
only casually on her whereabouts on 
the night of the murder, devoting most 
of the time to questions cencerning her 
relations with Burdick, and her know!l- 
edge of the feeling between Pennell 
end Burdick. Mrs. Paine denied hav- 
ing been at Burdick’s house at any 
time when not accompahied by Dr. 
Paine. Her relations with Burdick 
were purely social. 

Dr. Paine was examined. He was on 
the stand for only a few minutes. He 
was in Batavia on the night of the 
murder. 

A. Carlson, a Swedish boarder at 
Mrs. Paine’s house, was very nervou; 
while on the witness stand. He thought 
Mrs. Paine was in the house on the 
might of the murder, but could not say 
positively.

Ex-Chief Cletk Charged 
With Blackmailing An 
Insurance Company.

CHICAGO ain.) March 17.—

ARBAGE DISCUSSION 
BY BOARD OF HEALTH. 


— 
WANT TO BUY CREMATORY AND 
Do THEIR ROASTING. 

Dr. Donaldson Advocates Utilization of 
Waste Instead of Cremation—What He 


Learned at the City Dump—Board In- 
dorses Contagious Ward at County 


Hospital. 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Heaith last night a communication was 
read from the Finance Committee of 
the City Council, asking the board to 
fix a time for a conference to discuss 
the advisability of the purchase of the 
garbage crematory by the city, in or- 
der that the Board of Health may take 
charge of the burning of all garbage. 
The conferees will meet at 12:30 p.m. 
on Thursday. 

Apropos of the adoption of this reso- 
lution, Dr. Frank Donaldson, who has 
‘made a careful study of the garbage 
question, both in European and Amer- 
-lean cities, read an elaborate paper 
upon the subject, by tavitation of 
Mayor Snyder. 

Dr. Donaldson said that it was im- 
possible to satisfactorily dispose of the 

rbage of any city, unger contract. 
He also sald that the system of cre- 
mation was the destruction of material 
at a cost, while its utilization by means 
of the reduction process would make 
it a source of income. The latter proc- 
ess, instead of burning, is the plac- 
ing of the kitchen garbage in digestors, 
where it is subjected to steam pres- 
sure. The grease, of which there is 
from forty to fifty pounds from ev- 
ery ton of garbage, is extracted by 
pressure and sold for various purposes. 


} The pulp is dried, ground and sold 


for fertilizer. 

He estimated that instead of paying 
thousands of dollars for the destruc- 
tion of the garbage there should be a 
net profit of not less than $15,000 a 
year to the city of Los Angeles from 
its proper utilization. 

Incidentally, Dr. Donaldson stated 


| that he had visited the crematory yes- 


terday and told of some of the things 
he learned. He found that the city pro- 
duces daily twenty-five tons of gar- 
bage, instead of fifty tons, as has been 
claimed. Instead of being properly 
classified, he saw one load of kitchen 
garbage dumped, from which there 
rolled out six old tea kettles, a number 
of tin pans of all aizes, forks, spoons 
and various other things that would 
not burn. He found also that wagon- 
loads of the stuff were dumped on the 
premises of people who raised hogs 
and chickens. 
ROUTINE BUSINESS. 

A protest against the fertilizer works 
at Alameda and „Washington streets 
was presented in connection with the 
report of the inspectors that they had 
ordered the place closed within ten 
days, as it was unlawfully maintained 
within the city limits. It is owned 
by the Armour Packing Company, and 
they make the claim that it is only a 
place where fertilizers are mixed. The 
board passed a resolution that it was 
a fertilizer works and that it be or- 
dered abated 

Twenty-one permits to sell milk were 
granted, having been approved by the 
inspector. Permits to practice medi- 
cine were granted to four physicians. 

The board passed a resolution in- 
dorsing the maintenance of a conta- 
gious ward at the County Hospital. 


REFINERIES TO CONSUMERS. 


Plans of Sugar Trust Propose Elimina- 
tion ef Wholesale Grocers as Mediums 
Through Whom to Distribute Sugars. 


mr DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, March 17.-—(Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Plans to eliminate wholesale 
grocers as mediums through whom to 
distribute sugar are being considered. 
“From refineries to consumers” will 
soon be the slogan of the sugar trust. 
Methods almost similar to those em- 
ployed by the tobacco trust in forming 
the United Cigar Stores Company are 
to be employed, the only difference be- 
ing that in the sugar trade, wholesale 
dealers will be ignored and sales will 
be made directly to retailers. The plan 
now proposed will rev@lutionize the su- 
gar trade, and will eliminate several 
thousands of jobbers throughout the 
country who have handled sugar with 
losses, as well as profits, in the ordi- 
nary course of their wholesale grocery 
business. 

Heretofore there has been an unwrit- 
ten trade law that refiners of sugar, 
whether from cane or beets, should sel! 
only to wholesale dealers. Guaranteed 
prices and other devices have been 
employed to protect trade.” As often 
as agree ts were made, as frequently 
were they broken. Cut prices in sugars 
became one of the features offered by 
retailers and department stores to at- 
tract customers. 

The report today was that the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company (the 
trust) was selling to retailers in two- 
barrel lots, delivered at the store of 
the buyer at the same prices given to 
jobbers who buy 100 to 1000 barrels at 
a time. 

For several weeks there have been 
disquieting rumors to the effect that 
the sugar trust would-make some move 
in retaliation for the Independent ac- 
tion of certain wholesale grocers, but 
not until yesterday was it known that 
the plan contemplated by the trust was 
to eliminate wholesale grocers entirely. 
The new scheme will precipitate either 
serious trade ncht between refiners and 
jobbers or else it will result in revo- 
lution in sugar trade.

1G BUSINESS AND Sic POSSI- 
BILITIES. 

The United States Congress has for- 
ft ally declared that insurance is com- 
merce. The declaration came in the 
shape of an amendment to the law cre- 
ating the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, so as to include “corpo- 
rations engaged in insurance” among 
the corporations “engaged in interstate 


the United States and any foreign 
country.” 
Insurance is commerce. Well, we 


„and commerce on a 
gigantic scale. Take one form of in- 
surance alone—life insurance. The 
gross income of the American Iife-in- 
surance companies last year is re 
ported to amount to the enormous to- 
tal of $6,000.000,000. If to this is added 
the income not reported, it would swell 
the amount to $7,000,000,000. The busi- 
ness of some of the leading companies 
greatly transcends in value the trade 
of many of the important countries of 
the world. For instance, the assets of 
one New York company amount to 
over $382,000.000. 

The man who first originated the 
idea of life insurance is lost to fame. 
Some crude attempts along this line 
were made by individuals in England 
during the 1th century, but it was 
not until the year 1:06 that a royal 
charter was issued for the first in- 
surance company. known as the 
“Amicable Society for a Perpetual 
Assurance Office.” Since then, not 
ouly has the business immenerly in- 
creased, but many important changes 
and improvements have been intro- 
ducen, one of the most note- 
worthy of these being the introduction 
of the non-forfeitable clause in insur- 
ance policies, so that if a man is pre- 
vented, by misfortune or accident, 
from continuing his payments, he does 
not lose all he has paid in. Life in- 
surance has been transformed from a 
gamble into something that closely ap- 
proaches an exact science. The cal- 
culations of the sxilled actuaries em- 


ratner think 


based upon observations of a great 
number of deaths, extending over « 
long period, and tables have been pre- 
pared showing, to the fraction of a 
year, the “expectation” of life at any 
age from childhood to a point beyond 
that fixed by the Psalmist as the al- 
These fig- 
ures are, of course, the average, and 
may be materially increased, or re- 
duced, by careful observation of hy- 
Gente rules on part of the individual, 
or otherwise. 

In addition to life insurance there 
are many other forms of insurance, 
such as insurance against fire and ac- 
cidents, marine insurance, insurance 
of growing crops, insurance of window 
glass, and so forth. In Engiand there 
was recently started a company to in- 
sure against smallpox, and at the time 
of the Queen's jubilee insurance was 
taken out against the occurrence of 
bad weather during the ceremonies. 
An interesting feature of the inenrance 
business that has cropped out of late 
fis the insurance by the general pub- 
lic of the lives of prominent people, 
whose death would have a serious ef- 
fect on public affairs, or on the stock 
market. King Edward has large sums 
thus depénding upon his life, and in 
tais country J. P. Morgan has been 


The main thing to be provided for 
in an insurance company is reliability. 
Uniess that is provided the question 
of the rate of premium is of minor 
importance. An insurance policy that 
does not Insure fs about as valuable, 
in case of need, as a gun that isn’t, 
loaded, or one that, when loaded, re- 
fuses to go off. Much discredit has 
‘been cast upon the insurance business 
by che organization of fraternal in- 
Surance aséociations, based on a 
loose or faulty foundation. These con- 
cerns get along swimmingly as long as 
the members are comparatively young, 
but as they grow old and die off a 
crash frequently occurs, leaving thous- 
ands of peop,e unprotected at an age 
when they are not acceptable to legit- 
imate Insurance concerns. 

Some rears ago a well-known Los 
Angeles banker, now gone before, ex- 
pressed to the editor of this journal 
the opinion that Los Angeles was 
destined to become a great financial! 
center, drawing money from all over 
the United States, a center of heavy 

nelal operation (including life 
ce,) where great industrial and 


commercial operations may be 
financed. There is no good reason 
why his prediction should not be ful- 
filled. A beginning has been made by 
the establishment of a first-class life 
insurance company in this city, the 
second to be established on the Pacific 
Coast, the other being located in San 
Francisco. Few people stop to con- 
sider what the possibilities are in this 
direction. 

Roughly estimated, $7.000,000 is col- 
lected annually from California as life- 
insurance premiums, and sent East to 
build up Eastern cities. About half 


Of this amount comes back. The busi- 


nese constantly grows and since the 
outgo is net and the inflow’only at 
the maturity of policies, the amount 
of business constantly increasing, this 
ratio is about right. 

Los Angeles is as well located for a 
life-insurance company as is Mi- 
waukee. Milwaukee receives an inflow: 
of money amounting to about 30,000. 
000 yearly by virtue of one life-in- 
surance company located in that city. 

Take another comparison. Des 
Moines, Iowa, the headquarters of a 
number of companies, has the largest 
postal receipts in proportion to Its 
population of any city in the country, 
by virtue of the life insurance com- 
panies centered there. The same is 
relatively true of Hartford, Ct., for the 
same reason, 

Banks and other similar institutions 
are circumecribed by the needs of 
people who can come to their doors, 
or their counters, but an insurance 
company is capable of indefinite ex- 
pansion. A two-cent stamp brings an 
application for life insurance just as 
easily from Maine or Minnesota * it 
does from Pasadena. | 

Would it not be a good thing for 
Los Angeles and Southern Californta 
if we could have twenty or thirty mi- 
lions of dollars pouring into this eilty, 
collected from all sections of the coun- 
try? Could we not profitably use this 
money for investment, and for the de- 
velopment of our datural resources? 
The Times commends this suggestion 
to all who are interested in the prog- 
ress and prosperity of the City of 


the Angels. 
HEIR ONLY WEAPON. 
Complaiit is made by a local 


newspaper apologist for labor-union 
violence that In granting injunctions 
restraining strikers from interfering 
by violence and intimidation with the 
business of their former employers, 
the courts “take the only weapon from 
the hands of labor which may be used 
in bargaining.” This is a confession 
which few trade unionists would be 
willing to make, for it is as severe 
an indictment and condemnation of 
trade-union methods as the most de- 
termined opponent of those methods 
would care to make. 

The police officer who disarms a 
highwayman by depriving him of his 
gun, takes from him the only weapon 
which he may use in “bargaining” 
with the wayfarer upon whom he may 
chance to get “the drop.” 

To disarm a band of brigands would 
be to take from them the only weap- 
ons which they can use successfully 
in their peculiar kind of “bargaining” 
The same rule applies to industrial 
brigandage. 

To confess that violence is the only 
weapon that organized unionism can 
use in enforcing its demands, is toe 
confess that organized unionism is an 
enemy to society and a foe to civil 
government: for peace and order 
are the fundamental and essential con- 
ditions of just government. 

It is astounding that any voice, how- 
ever quavering or puerile, can be 
raised in defense of violence and in- 
timidation. The latter are subversive 
of the vital principles of justice and 
socia! order. If ever our courts lend 
legal sanction to the use of violence 
by any class of citizens, except those 
whose duty it is to enforce the law, 
the kneil of free popular government 
will have been sounded, and the door 
will be open for a return to feudalism 
and the rule of might. For if one class 
of citizens may band themselves to- 
gether and enforce their will by phy- 
sical force, another cl may do the 
same, and the strongest will rule 
through sheer brute strength. 

If combined Wage-earners may drive 
their non-union competiters from the 
industrial feld by violence and in- 
timidation, why may not combined cap- 
italists destroy their competitors in 
like manner? The principle would be 
the same in each case. 

Those who seek to defend the “right” 
of strikers to commit acts of violence 
must also be prepared to defend their 
“right” to commit murder, if murder 
be necessary to the accomplishment 
of their purposes. Murder is the logi- 
cal sequence, and often the direct re- 
sult of violence. If strikers can have 
a right to employ violence in any form, 
they have also a right to commit mur- 
der. It is only a question as to the 
degree of crime. If unionists could 
have a right to use violence to pre- 
vent non-unionists from working, they 
would have a right to kill them—-which 
in many instances is the only way by 


which non-unionists can be estopped 
from working. 

If violence can be justified at all, the 
fullest measure of violence necessary 
to accomplish the purpose for which 
it is employed, Is justifiable: It will 
never do to say to the advocates and 
exemplars of violence, “you may as- 
sault you may maim; but you must 
not kill.” Such hair-splitting would 
be absurd and inadmissible. 

At Waterbury, Ct., a few nighis ago, 
a street-car conductor and motorman 
were assassinated by strikers, who 
shot them from ambush. The con- 
ductor was killed; the motorman was 
nearly killed. If the plea of the apolo- 
gists for violence be tenable the assas- 
sination of tnese men was justifiabie, 
and the assassins were within their 
rights in using “the only weapon left 
them to enforce their demands. 

To such monstrous conclusions are 
the apologists for violence inevitably 
led in their pitiable attempts to justify 
the employment of brute force by 
strikers in the course of their par- 
gaining.” 

Specious pleas in behalf of lawless- 
ness cannot deceive clear-headed,. falr- 
minded men. But they often deceive 
shallow-minded and ignorant men, to 
their own undoing. Much of the vio- 
lence and the disregard for law which 
have characterized Industrial contests 
of late years ean. be traced to the silly 
attempts of superficial writers to jus- 
tify the commission of crime as a 
legitimate weapon to be used by sirik- 
ers to win their battles. 

Those who follow such shallow 
teachings will in due time learn their 
mistake. Crime is crime, no matter 
by whom or in what cause committed. 
that the courts have been cue 
lenient in. not adequately punishing

ihe crimes committed in the misused | 


and dishonored name of labor, is a 
fact patent to everybody. This mis- 
taken leniency has borne il! fruit, in 


the apparenily growing disregard for 


law. There is evidence that the courte 
are awakening to a keener under- 
standing of the duties which they owe 
to the community—to the entire com- 
munity, not to any class or faction. 
The awakening 45 timely. There has 
been too much temporizing with jus- 
tice. Let the sovereign law prevail. 
Let all violators of its provisions be 
punished impartiaily and as the law 
provides. Let us have, in truth as 
well as in theory, “equa! rights for all, 
special! privileges for none.”

Stilwell Road Headed for Chihuahua. 
Americans Getting There in Mezico— 
Red Cloud Levies an Assessment—Lo- 
cal Capital in Arizona—Stock Market. 


The Southwest Miners’ Association Is 
a thing of the past, so far as active 
operations are concerned. Yesterday 
that organization. which has been 
identified with mining interests in the 


Southwest for several years, closed its 


doors, and its valuable exhibit of min- 
erals was turned over to the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Sineere regret has been expressed 
that the association had decided to quit 
the field. as mining men are of the 
opinion that the best interests of the 
industry demand the protection of an 
organization that has the backing of 
legitimate mining operators. 

The directors of the association have 
been criticised for having decided te 
cl the exhibit before first submit- 
ting the matter to the members. It is 
claimed that the asse lation was sel- 
supporting, and that it was free from 
debt. It is also claimed by those who 
oppose the closing of the exhitit, that 
had a systematic canvass been made 
enough money could have been raised 
to establish the association in suitable 
quarters. 

At the Chamber of Commerce yester- 
day the exhibit was being placed un- 
der the direction of the Mining Com- 
mittee, and it is understood that in 
future the chamber will devote more 
attention to the mining industry. 


MEXICAN DEVELOPMENT.

Mex, state that it Is new almost cer- 
tain that the Stilwell road will be bullt 
as far as Conchos River thia year, and 
already mining men are looking in that 
direction, for with tranepertation fa- 
cilities a rich mining country will be 
developed. 

Silver and lead are known to abound, 
and about the Guadalupe placers is a 
gold district undeveloped. Copper 1: 
found and there are good prospects for 
coal in the extreme eastern part. 

American enterprise and capital are 
back of nearly all the important enter- 
prises. At least two concerns, with 
American cash and brains behind 
them, are now considering the question 
of supplying electric power and an 
electric tramway to Jesus Maria, 
Ocampo.

Parkersburg Fire Department Forces 
Track-layers of Baltimore and Ohio 
te Beat Hasty Retreat.
